There are no cabinet portfolios 
acant, yet so strong is the feeling for 
olicical union during this emergency, 
mt it is proposed to create new cab- 
net offices in order to getitheir co- 
peration. 
LOKDOS, Sept. 25 —The European 
curses are affected by the news of the 
zar's health, as he is now recognized 
s one of the strongest supporters of 
eace, and it is feared that in the event 
f his death his successor would seize 
tie opportunity to secure naval ports 
n the Pacific and enlarge his bound- 
ries in the direction of Pamirs at the. 
xpense of China. Either step, it is be- 
leved, would easily precipitate war. On 
Le other hand a dispatch from St 
'etersburg today denies the report that 
tussia's troops have gone to Corea or 
hat Russia has the intention of doing 
ny thing calculated to disturb thepeace 
)f Europe. 


A despatch from Tien Tsin says an 


mperial edict has been issued by the 
imperor of China expressing his regret 
it the death of General Tso, who was 
tilled while leading a charge at the 
lattlo of Ping Yang 
As a token of 


.his regret the emperor has ordered 
that post honors be paid to the dead 
;eneral and imperial favors have been 
>estowed upon his family and sons. 
Lieutenant Ching, first lieutenant of 
ho Chin Yuen, the Chinese war veesel 
sunk at the battle of Yalu river, has 
reached the Chinese camp on the banks 
of the Yalu river. He reported that 
the captaini of the Chin Yuen also 
escaped drowning, but he afterwards 
died of his wounds.

Plait to Connect Chiengo Through In1 


dlnnn With Toledo. 


ELKHAHT, Ind , Sept. 25 —A corps of 


engineers have just completed a trip up 
the St. Joseph river and its branches in 
the interest of the project of Toledo 
capitalists to build & canal to Chicago. 
The route us shown" by tho survey is 
from Chicago across Lake Michigan to 
Michigan City, to Elkhart, thence 
through a series of lakes and rivers to 
the Maumee, close to the state line 
down the Wahash canal, taking in De- 
fiance and Napoleon, Ohio, and making 
Toledo the terminus. Dr. W. T. Harris 
has been making an exhaustive study 
of the subject. He has practically cov 
ered every inch of the ground and has 
made a survey of the territory which 
such a canal would cover. His iavesti 
gallon ha? made him a firm believer in 
the future of such a project. 


CONGRESSIONAL NOMINATIONS 


ISDIASAFOLIS, Ind, Sept. 25 —The 


formalities of opening the republican 
campaign in Indiana were gone through 
with here today. Upon Governor Mc- 
Kiuley, of Ohio, devolved the duty of 
making the declaration of war upon the 
intrenched democracy of Hooaierdom 
and he discharged it as courageously 
and defiantly as he was wont in other 
days to carry battles into southern 
fields. The occasion was given added 
consequence by the presence of ex- 
President Harrison, who in a ten 
minutes speech of introduction pre- 
sented Ohio's governor to the thousands 
that packed Tomlinson hall to the very 
walls. A large crowd of enthusiasts 
it was that faced the two famous leaders 
of the republican party, compressed and 
therefore complaining, but intent and 
respectful and most cordially respon- 
sive. During the morning Governor 
McKinley was visited at the hotel by 
hundreds. Quite all of the prominent 
republicans of the state have come to the 
capitol today and they individually 
paid their respects. 
Delegations com- 


ing from various points throughout the 
state marched from the trains to the 
hotel, some .of them headed by bauds of 
music, and cheered lustily for McKin- 
ley. 
Governor Matthews sent his pri- 


vate secretary in a carriage for hi* fel- 
low chief executive, who called at the 
capitol building and had an inter- 
change of courtesies with the state 
officials, 
A great many have come in 


from outside the city to join the local 
republicans, swelling the crowd to great 
proportions and making it impossible 
for the hall to accommodate half of 
those who want to hear. Shortly after 
noon ex-President Harrison called on 
Governor McKinley at his hotel and at 
12:30 a procession was formed which es- 
corted the ex president and the gov- 
ernor by an indirect route to the hall, 
where they were uproariously cheered 
on entering. 
General Harrison pre- 


sided. When he could obtain a hear- 
ing, after the subsidence of the long 
continued applause, he made a charac- 
teristic speech of 
introduction, in 


which he spoke oC McKinley's contest 
for the republican cause of protection 
and his successful administration as 
governor of Ohio, which had been 
given the approval last fall of the big- 
gest plurality rote that the state had 
sist for any candidate since the war. 
Governor McKin\ey, on arising, was 
iven a round of cheers, prolonged and 
oud. 


Governor McKinley opened with an 
ulogistic reference to the admtnistra- 
ion of President Harrison under 
'hich, he said, the country prospered 
s it had never prospered before or 
.nee. More manufacturers by Ameri- 
an workingmen, more of the products 
f American farms were sent out to 
le markets of the world during Presi- 
ent Harrison's administration than 
rere ever before sent away in exchange 
or foreign gold, or have, since been ex- 
orted 
Men found employment with- 


ut difficulty and wages were good, 
'eace and prosperity were in the land 
lince that day, in November, 1892, 
when President Harrison and the re- 
publican party were voted out of the 
administrative and executive offices of 
he national government, a 
ihange has occurred. Every one of 
he conditions which then existed has 
>een altered and the nation has learn- 
ed by B bitter experience a lesson in 
he practical application of politics 
which the people have had an abund- 
ance of time to ponder, for they have 
not had much else to do. 


As an evidence that the people are 


not satisfied, a comparison was made 
between the election returns of 1892 
and those of most recent date, instances 
leing given of republican gains which 
Governor MoKinley regarded as indis- 
>utable proof that there was not only a 
;eneral regret that a change of admin-

lie plaintiff that any residue after the 
ebt and expenses had been paid were 
a belong to the widow. A policy for 
1,000 was taken out, made payable to 
Ir. Kobinson. He kept up the premi- 
ms for three or four years, when, by 


mutual agreement, Robinson took out 
nother policy on the life of Leonard, 
i the sum of $1,500 The policies 
'ere not in the same companies lu 
891 Mr. Leonard died, and the policies 
'ere paid in due time—$2,500. Mrs. 
ieonard made a demand upon the de- 
eadant, she alleges, for the balance of 
tie money paid upon the life of her 
usband. According to the complaint, 
he original debt, with interest and in- 
uranco premiums, amounted to about 
900. 
She states that Mr. Kobinson 


eclines to pay her the balance, and 
ence the suit. 
On the 21st of May the school trus-

Such » bill was introduced at 
the last legislature, but it was defeated. 


"There is absolutely no way at pres- 


ent in which to prevent fraud," said 
Mr. Vories. "Although it is plainly 
evident that a school trustee has falsely 
returned the ^enumeration in order to 
secure more money from the state, the 
state superintendent in making the ap- 
propriations has no discretionary power 
whatever."

"Moat of the false enumeration is re- 


turned from towns, I think, but the 
country township school trustees are 
also often guilty. In the towns the 
enumeration is padded to such an ex- 
tent, and so much money is drawn from 
state sources, that scarcely any local 
school tax is levied. In some of the 
towns throughout the state the school 
enumeration includes in their list every 
one who can possibly be enrolled, al- 
though they are not of legal school sge 
In the country many trustees think 
that they know their townships so well 
that they can return a correct enumer- 
ation without stirring from their houses. 
Of course, the enumeration which these 
men make is grossly incorrect—some- 
times the error ia as great as 300 or 400 
names. It is difficult to secure the pas- 
sage of a law which will correct the 
misappropriation of the state's funds.
